ELECTING SENATORS. 

The country may not be ready just yet 
to approve of Senator Van WyYck’s pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment to pro- 
vide for the election of Senators by the 
direct vote of the people rather than by 
the Legislature of each State. But the 
presence of so many mere millionaires in 
the Senffte, and the scandals connected 
with so many Senatorial elections, have 
called attention to the fact that ‘‘boodle 
candidates“ fare much better before 
small bodiés like State Legislatures than 
before the great body of voters. 

The Senate is plainly becoming more 
and more a rich man’s club,’’ more and 
more the political stronghold of the cor- 
porationsand the money power. And al- 
though a majority of the States have kept 
clear of this scandal, itis found that even 
their Senators are very timidabout taking 
the initiative or becoming prominent in 
any popular movement to which the cor- 
porations and the money power are op- 
posed. They seem to realize that the 
latter will be more influential than the 
people in the average State Legislature, 
until the people become so unanimous 
and excited that no Legislature will dare 
disobey them. Hence the disposition so 
manifest and so general among Senators 
to hold back and avoid giving offense to 
the dreaded power until forced to choose 
openly between it and the people. 

So it has come to pass that Senators are 
no longer the bold leaders of the people 
or quick reflectors of public sentiment as 
formerly. So it has come to pass that a 
demand of the people may be repeated by 
a large majority of their representatives 
in the House, year after year, for many 
years before the Senate begins to feel un- 
der any obligation to heed it. Even the 
aristocratic House of Peers in England, 
though a body of senators for life by in- 
heritance, has not dared of late years to 
veto so persistently the policies of 
the House of Commons as our Senate 
has vetoed the policies of the House of 
Representatives since 1875. Conservatism 
in the Senate is desirable, but the con- 
servatism which stands like a stone wall 
against annual votes by the House in 
favor of some sort of interstate commerce 
legislation is by no means conservative 
of popular self-government, andthe more 
it is manifested in boodle Senatorships 
and millionaire Senators, the more surely 
is its doom sealed ang its days numbered. 

The framers of our Constitution made a 
daring venture in trusting so much as 
the did to popular elections. Results 
have shown that they did not go too far in 
that direction, and sometimes the Senate 
seems to be doing its best to convince the 
country that they should have gone far- 
therand entrusted the election of both 
branches of Congress to the direct votes of 
the people. 


Two brave firemen lost their lives at the 
burning of the splendid and costly Temple 
Theater in Philadelphia on Monday. The 
owner, Mr. SINGERLY of the Philadelphia 
Record, was a heavy loser by the fire, but 
promptly drew his cheek for $250 for each 
of the two funerals, and, learning that 
one of the firemen had left a helpless 
widow and three children, sent her $500 
and directed the Fire Commissioner to 
tell her that Wa week would be paid to 
her by Mr. SINGERLY or his estate as long 
asshelives. She will get also the $610 
which is paid to each widow out of the 
Philadelphia Fire Department Relief As- 
sociation’s fund. 

Many a fireman loses his life where there 
ismorelief fund and no Mr. SInGERLY to 
pension the hapless widow and her chil- 
dren or send them $500 checks after he has 
taken all the funeral expenses upon him- 
self. Here in St. Louis we have found our 
people not at all backward in contributing 
relief ſu cases appealing strongly to their 
sympathy. But where fatal accidents are 
so frequent as in the fire service, there 
should be a permanent relief fund. One 
citizen of Pittsburg has just given $5,000 
to start a firemen’s relief fund for that 
city. Ours has increased encouragingly 
since last year’s firemen’s ball was 
started, and we have no doubt that a good 
lift from this year’s ball will insure the 
speedy accumulation of the requisite $100, - 
000. 

If all the friends of the movement will 
take some pains to make that ball a finan- 
al success, humane and public spirited 
men of wealth will begin to contribute 
their fifties, hundreds and thousands, and 
the sum needed will soon be made up.

How Long, O Lord! 


From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

The Baitimore & Ohio has joined the other 
roads engaged in the Western soft coal pool 
and has failed to furnish cars for the coal from 
the Shawnee (anti-pool) mines in the Hocking 
Valley, so that the miners have only been able 
to work two days inthe past month, and are 
suffering for the necessaries of life. The Bal- 
more & Ohio is said to receive 16% per cent of 
ali receipts for coal hauled by roads in the pool, 
whether it draws a coal car or not.. The case 
has been laid before the Ohio Railroad Commis- 
sioner. The Pennsylvania Road is charged with 
the same tactics, and there is much indigna- 
tion in the West where the prices are forced 
up. The railroads are simply sowing the wind 
when they step outside their legitimate func- 
tions and undertake to control Legislatures, 
Congress and the Courts, or to force up staple 
prices. Already the Socialists are pointing to 
them as the first place to secure State control, 
and their corruptions and high-handed regu- 
lation of rates lead men who are not at all 
Socialists to sympathize with the idea. If, by 
and by, the railroads reap the whirlwind it 
will be fruit from their own seed. 


Coal Roads Killing Wayside Industries, 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

The anthracite coal-carrying companies have 
driven the manufacturer away from the terri- 
tory along their lines, and have forced him to 
locate at some competitive point where cheap 
fuel may be obtained. It is now given out 
that these companies propose to entice capi- 
talists into their webs by offering land for sites 
at cheap rates, and be inducing the local au- 
thorities to exempt the new enterprises from 
taxation. This movementis aconfession of the 
failure of the policy of combining the business 
of coal production with that of coal trans- 
portation. Nearness to the coal fields, in- 
stead of being an advantage to manufacturers, 
has been madea disadvantage to them be- 
cause of the actions of the carriers. The 
leveling forces of competition are now begin- 
ning to assert themselves, and the companies 
find that they have been worsted in their at- 
tempts to combat universal laws of trade. 


A Suggestion to Illinois.

Robert T. Lincoln has in him the makings of 
agood United States Senator. When Presi- 
dent Garfield chose the son of his father for 
Secretary of War, the country recognized an 
adroit use of sentiment; but after testing Mr. 
Lincoln through his capable, sensible and 
even strong administration of a conspicuous 
public trust, it was seen that he was entitled 
to respect for his own qualities. Sinee leaving 
Washington Mr. Lincoln has been practicing 
law with success.

Judged by the acts of 
his public career, he will doubtless stand 
recorded as an unswerving party man, 
but in private his talk was not that of a 
partisan. I have heard freer talk from 
him concerning the management of the 
affairs of the Republican party than from 
any Republican of equal prominence, 
He was especially eloquent in denouncing 
the management of the Republican party 
in 1880. Ishall never forgeta talk I once 
had with him on this subject at 
his old rooms on Twelfth street, 
in the boarding-house where he lived so 
many years. The time was nearly midnight, 
The General was alone. It was in 1882, two 
years preceding the campaign of the de- 
feat of Blaine and Logan. Gen. Logan 
then said that he had heard stories of how 
money had been employed by Dorsey to 
carry Indiana for Garfield. He had not} 
believed the general reports on this sub- 
ject, believing them to be part ofthe 
scandals of an active campaign; but dur- 
ing a recent visit to New York he had had 
given him absolute evidence of the raising 
of a corruption fund for the purchase of 
votes for Indiana. Gen. Logan then went 
on and gave in detail a story which was 
printed in the Posr-Disraron at that 
time, concerning the raising of $30,000 by
